The bill, senate bill No. 14, pass­ 
ed the hotlse of representatives late 
yesterday by a vote of 92 to 18, 
with three absent. 
The bill had 
passed the senate, 40 to 6. 
It is well understood that Cover- 
nor R. A. Nestos favors the b ill,' 
and is expected to get it for signa­ 
ture within two or three dayc. The 
bill carries an emergency 
clause 
which will make it a law upon sig­ 
nature by the chief excrcutive. 
The bill provides that “any person 
or'persons over the age of 15 years 
who appears outside of any building 
in the state of North Dakota wear­ 
ing a mask, regalia, or other head- 
eovcring So worn as to conceal the 
features and prevent recognition of 
said persons or persons, is guilty 
of a misdemeanor." The penalty fox 
violation is a fíne of $26 to $100, 10 
to 30 days in jail, or both. 
Of the 18 house members who 
voted against the passage of the 
hill 1C_ were Nonpnrtisans and two 
Independents. The league members 
who voted “no" were Anderson of 
Divide, Anderson of Sargent, Brats- 
bcrg.

“I believe this is a time when 
every real man must stand up and 
be counted," he said. “I intend to 
vote for Senate Bill 14; I realize 
that it cannot prevent crime.

question the wisdom of its introduc­ 
tion for I know that the Ku Klux 
Klan is apt to thrive on legislation 
directed against it. 
“However the bill is before us, 
and I intend to take this oppor­ 
tunity to register my protest against 
cowardly methods of attack, and be­ 
cause I believe the Ku Klux Klan to 
be unsocial, unmoral, unChristian, 
and unAmerican. 
_ 
Dell Patterson of Renville imme­ 
diately took the floor against 
the 
bill. “If this bill passes it will let 
down the bars to attacks on many 
innocent people,” he said. Under this 
bill if a farm er covers his face with 
a shawl in cold weather he might 
be arrested, and there a rt people 
who are ju st small enough to arrest 
him. 
Rep. Patterson declared th a t the 
occasion for the Klan in the south 
and elsewhere was in his opinion 
the failure of officials to enforce 
the Uw.

When Millionaires Take Lunch 


W.i '’in rtcn , Krh. 1,—From the u«r 
of tlie drom edary in biblical tim ci 
to d h e sw iftly flying mail plane of to- 
dny, th e history of the letter, as a 
w ritten means of comm unication be­ 
tw een peoples, was traced by A ssist­ 
a n t P ostm aster General 
W. Ir^iniT 
O lover in a speech recently to po st­ 
m asters and postal employees in a 
postal conference convention a t W in­ 
ston-Salem , N. C. 
“ On the post office job,” he sa’d, 
“ ’i,othinE can take the place of the 
individual. 
W hile in many great in­ 
d u stries ithe hum an 
c(iuation 
has 
been reduced to a minimum, no one 
has y et invented anything to take 
th s place of a man in the delivery 
of letters. Today, as a hundred years 
ago, we are dependent on the nerve 
and the sense of loyalty of a human 
being for the punctual delivery of 
o ur m ail regardless of the w eather 
and everything else. 
“ The history of the postal service 
goes back as far as the sixth cen- 
tu ty B. C. and may bo called the 
hahdm aid.of civilization and, tracing 
it from the dispatch bearer of the 
A ssyrian 
and 
Roman tim es to the 
airplane service of the present day, 
the postal busm oss has doubled in 
the last decade while the num ber of 
employees has increased _only nine 
jier cent. 
“ The use of postage stam ps is now 
so. common and the m ailing of le t­ 
ters so general th at it seems as if 
th e re never .w as a tim e when th is 
jiractiee 
was 
unknown. 
B ut 
the 
stam p itself is com paratively new, 
while the sending of letters is o'der 
^ a n Solomon. 
' 
“The Book of E sther in the Bible 
tells of how King Ahnsuerus, learn ­ 
ing from Queen E sther th a t Hnman 
had ordered the death of all the 
.Tews, commanded Mordecai to call to ­ 
gether the scribes and send letters 
to every province of the kingdom 
forbidding the m assacre. This is the 
verse th a t describes the sending ot 
the m essengers: 
“And he w rote in the King Ahasue- 
ru s’ name, and sealed it w ith the 
K ing’s ring; and sent letters by posts 
on horseback, and riders on mules, 
camels and young drjim edarics.” 
“The Romans, too, sent th eir let­ 
ters by m ounted couriers. 
The cour­ 
ie r carried the m essage about tw en­ 
ty m iles when he would come to a 
‘posta’ w here another m essenger was 
stationed w ith a fresh horse. 
He, in 
'.urn, would be relieved by still an­ 
th er courier. 
Thus relay a fte r fe- 
ay the le tte r was sped on until at 
ast it arrived a t its destined ‘posta,’ 
m eaning station or stopping place, 
a n i from th at word we obtain the 
word ‘post’ as found in post office, 
-instcard and many sim ilar words. 
“In th e tim es of Benjam in Frank- 
in^ each letter was charged fo r by 
he sheet instead of by w eight, and 
ilso fo r the distance it was carried, 
fcfi cents was charged fo r one sheet, 
!fl cen ts for two sheets; and so on, 
and fo r every fifty m iles another 
full fee was added. 
Envelopes were 
not used in those days, the letter 
sim ply being folded up and sealed. 
“And now we come to the stagger­ 
in g figures showing the grow th of 
th is g reat business. 
In every single 
h p u f of the 24 there are m ailed 1,­ 
400,000 letters and in every day of 
ths;-265 of the year, 33,600,000 letters 
’ slip 'in to the box. To carry th is great 
volum e of letters, there w as sojd 
fo u rteen billion postage stam ps, 57 
naillion special delivery stam ps, 33 
‘ m illion new spaper w rappers, 62 m il­ 
lion postage due stam ps 
used on 
shojK paid mail m atter and a billion 
postol cards printed and sold, and, 
aIl_counted, we used and sold 18 b il­ 
lio n units during the last fiscal year.

Johnson performed his three re ­ 
markable pitching feats on Septem­ 
ber 4, 5, 7, 1908, against the New 
York Americans in th at city. 
All that Johnson did was shut out 
the Yankees, then known as the 
Highlanders, in three straight games. 
The peculiar part of the feat was the 
mofe Johnson pitched the better he 
got.

In those days the single umpiri 
system aws in use in the major 
leagues. !t w-is my very great privi­ 
lege to be entirely in chardi of those 
three games, which I believe stand 
unequaled from a pitching point of 
view. 
In the old days of the single ”.m- 
pire system, the arbitrators always 
welcomed pitchers’ battles.

PEARISUPPIY 
NEARITGONE 


New York, Feb. 2.—Henry O’Mal­ 
ley, Commissioner of the U. S. Bur­ 
eau of Fisheries, has issued denial 
of the sUtcment that America's sup­ 
ply of frcsh-wBter shells, from 
which many of the finest fresh water 
pearls arc taken, is near deplation. 
According to the Commissioner the 
frcsh-water musel resources of this 
country will last indefinitely. He 
called attention to the fact that the 
United States government has work­ 
ed out extensive plans for the pro­ 
tection of mussella in Inland rivef 
beds. 
“During the season of 1922, mus­ 
sel infection was carried on by the 
government on an extensive scale in 
connection with its rescue of 139,­ 
173,780 fish in tho Mississippi river 
basin", Mr. O’Malley said. “Res­ 
cue stations for fish were establish­ 
ed oh a large scale on the Mississip­ 
pi river two years ago. When the 
water recedes aftirr an overfiow, 
'fish in great '^numbers are left in 
stagnant ponds and pools. Workers 
from tho rescue stations return 
those fish to flowing waters. As 
they toss the fish back into the 
streams they ffifcct them with the 
spawn of mudstls. All mussels are 
parasites, living on tho fins of fish." 
Mussels represent the basis of 
the pearl fisheries of this country. 
The three principal streams which 
produce American pearls arc in the 
Ozark region, along the 
Missouri 
and Arkansas border. There are far 
more fresh-watcr pearls than is gen­ 
erally supposed. Last year a pearl 
weighing '72 grains, and pronounced 
perfect, was taken from an Arkan­ 
sas stream. One of tHe best finds a 
few years ago sold for $3,000. A 
pearl knpwn as the Rislcy pearl, 
which was seven-eighths of an inch 
in circumference and perfect, in 
shape and lustre, was found at Peel, 
Arkansas in 1913, and sold later for 
$9,000. 
* 
Today there lias grown up around 
the fresh-water mussel resources of 
the Mississippi valley an industry 
valued at approximately $9,000,000 
and employing nearly .30,000 people. 
At the present time 41 species of 
shell-havo been found to be of com­ 
mercial value, aside from the possi­ 
ble discovery of pearls. A recent 
tariff report shows fhat the import­ 
ance of the industry in this country 
rests in part on the fact that practi­ 
cally every individual uses fresh wa­ 
ter pearl buttons, the largest pro­ 
duct manufactured from the ^hells. 
The laboratory at Fairport, Iowa, 
conducted by the United States Bur­ 
eau of Fisheries, is making a special 
study of mussels and the fiih upon 
which they live. Reports from Fa'r- 
port show the usefulness of contrtl- 
ted methods of propogation. The 
Qsh which were infected with the 
siptwn of mussels in 1922 will yield 
a large quantity of shells in 1920 
and 1927. Such work, carried on 
year after year, removes any possi­ 
bility of tho depletion of America’s 
pearl fisheries. Government cports 
of experts indicate that artificial 
mussel propagation, carried on in 
the future, will be even more effec­ 
tive than in the past.
